nitsa in the direction of Rumania. 
The Russians said they killed 5000 
Germans, destroyed 144 tanks and 
captured 80 towns yesterday.

36TH BATTLED AT SALERNO 


What is believed Is the first Nazi 


flag captured in Italy has been re- 
ceived by Mr*. P. S. Travis of 
Corslcana from her two sons with 
the famous Thirty-Sixth Division, 
now with the Fifth Army on the 
road to Rome. 


Mrs. Travis said she has two cap- 


tured German flags, and plans to 
allow their use In the Fourth War 
Loan Campaign It desired. In dis- 
cussing the approaching war loan 
campaign and the part her sons 
have played, the mother said that 
some people may not be as Inter- 
ested in the war as they should, 
but added: 


"We with sons fighting and bleed- 


Ing and dying on the fronts are 
interested and want to see the bond 
campaigns go over and every effort 
made to finish the Job ao our boys 
can come home." 


The Nazi flag: was exhibited at 
the combined meeting of th« IOOF 
and Rebekah Lodges. It was cap- 


tured at Salerno by Staff Sergeant 
J. C. Jones, aged 37 years, 141«t 
Infantry, 36th Division, during the 
first four days after the landing 
at Salerno where many Americans 
were slain. 


The Nazi emblem was aont to 


Mrs. Travis by another son, Lt. 
Remus L. Jon^s, 28. 132nd Field 
Artillery, who is able to visit his 
brother at frequent intervals. 


According to the story related by 


Mrs. Travis, the blood and mud- 
bespattered Hitlerite symbol, was 
taken 
from ,a wounded German 
soldier. 


It was stated that the fanatical 
Nazi, acting similarly to the Japan- 
ese soldiers In many instances, shot 
at an American medical officer who 
stopped and offered medical ser- 
vices to the 
wounded 
German. 


Needless to say. according to the 
story, the American 
troops dis- 


patched the Nazi and took the flag.
